When all the laws have been assem­ 
bled within one volume, Mr. Little will 
present them to the senate and house 
of representatives for re-enactment - 
a proceeding entirely perfunctory, and 
likely not to excite more than passing 
mention. 
At present, lf one wishes to ascer­ 
tain what the federal law Is on a given 
question, 
an 
examination 
must 
he 
made «»f 36 great volumes In order to 
be strictly accurate. Much of the law 
Is hidden In appropriation acts, ami It 
Is as difficult to And as the proverbial 
needle In tin* haystack. 
As the laws 
are now compiled, lawyers complain 
that It sometimes Is hard to determine 
whether a certain statute Is still In 
existence, whether It bas been repealed 
or amended, and (lie only solution Is 
laborious research through the differ­ 
ent volumes of compiled statutes and 
the statutes at large. 
With congress enacting about .VK) 
new laws a year, these difficulties are 
ever Increasing, and with the new vol­ 
ume It Is planned that even u layman 
can find out what Is the law. 
Judges 
and lawyers, In urging the new codi­ 
fication, declare that the new volume, 
lf properly prepared, will save liti­ 
gants 
thousands of dollars, 
relieve 
judges of much worry and anxiety In­ 
cident to decision of cases, and Im* a 
handy reference for all practicing law­ 
yers. 


Only Once Before. 


Only once before In the history of 
the United States has official effort 
been made toward the codification of 
the federal laws, and that was more 
than forty years ago. 
Since that first 
codification, laws of each congress 
have been published ‘ti separate vol­ 
umes, designated as statutes at large. 
The first codification was begun Iii 
1H74, a second edition of (be volume 
appearing In EHTH. 
A start at codifica­ 
tion also was made 20 years ago, but 
never completed. 
Since then more new laws have h«*en 
enacted by congress than In all of the 
preceding century, and tho new volume 
will use the old codification as a basis. 
Congressional clerks are now Inhering 
over the new volume, with Judges ami 
lawyers 
generally 
assisting 
them, 
while the house committee on revision 
of the laws Is sitting as a final court 
of approval of the work. 


The effort of the committee, and Its 
assistants, Is not to "Improve” flu* law. 
not to change the law, hut simply to 
reproduce It as It now Is. and was 
made by the congress of tho United 
States. 
The great code, when com ­ 
pleted, will consist of more than WMW*) 
sections and constitute the culminat­ 
ing assembly of a code that begun 
when Washington signed the first aet 
passed by congress 131 years ago 
Although bringing no new wrinkles 
Into the luw% the new code will extend 
beyond a mere compilation and rear­ 
rangement. the plan being that It shall 
proceed to the extent of harmonizing 
apparent contradictions, omitting repe­ 
titions; In short, a revision of things 
substantive as well as those which con­ 
cern only arrangement and form. 
The task Is regarded as huge by 
Judges and lawyers, but they have 
been urging the beginning of the work 
for year*, declaring that sooner or 
Inter It must he done. The revision of 
1N78 Is, of course, very old, Incomplete 
and, In some respects, antiquated. 
By 
reason of amendments from time to 
time of many of Its sections tho old 
code does not now present a safe reli- 
ance for those called upon to make 
use of It.

Court Officials Offer Ald. 


Before undertaking the compilation 
of the new volume, Mr. Little wrote to 
United States district attorneys and 
federal Judges throughout the country 
—all of whom responded th at there 
was a dire necessity for the official 
compilation. 
Besides expressing the 
need of tile work, these Judges and a t­ 
torneys offered many suggestions as to 
the contents of th® new volume, and 
gome volunteered ta ald the congres­ 
sional workers In the preparation of the 
new book. 
The Index of the new vol­ 
ume, according to the men now at 
work on the compilation, la more dirt! 
cult to frame than the volume Itself. 
The aim back of the Index will he to 
so phrase and compile It that any per 
son can find, under the respective des 
lgnnted titles, the laws on each sub 
Ject on which he desires Information. 
The men who led the revision work 
more than two score years ago were 
among the well known lawyers of their

Rabbit Pelt* Required to Manufac­ 
ture American-Made Headgear—An­ 
imals Slaughtered by the Millions. 


By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 
Washington. — Government experts 
working under the supervision of the 
bureau of standards have completed 
an Investigation of the hat manufac­ 
turing Industry which reveals some In­ 
teresting facts as to how a felt bat is 
made. 
The Investigation Is one of a 
series conducted by the government 
with the view of aiding business and 
Industry. Generally, one supposes that 
lints are made of a mixture of wool 
and cotton, but the fact Is that Amer­ 
ican made hats are of rabbit fur. The 
American Industry, centering in Con­ 
necticut, virtually begins when a rab­ 
bit Is caught Iii Australia, and ends 
when the bow Is put on Iii Danbury, 
It Is a long, long Journey, and the dis- 
covery of felt making goes back to 
olden times. 
Tradition Is that Saint Clements, be* 
lug weary Mnd footsore from his san­ 
dals being mime what rough to bls feet 
and the weather being Inclement, tried 
the plan of putting a rabbit pelt h*»- 
tween bls feet and the sandals. 
After 
a while, as a result of the motion of 


h i s feet Iii walking the beat from the 
body, and tho dampness, he found that 
he had produced a bit of felt. 
It lins 
been banded down that the Idea of 
making felt from rabbit fur de\eloped 
from 
th h 
homely 
experiment. 
But 
whether tradition Is correct, as u his­ 
torical fact It Is true that felt Is made 
Just that way—by the combination of 
warmth, moisture and motion to rub- 
bit fur. 
Examination 
of 
a 
piece 
of 
fur 
through a powerful mlcroscojte dis­ 
closes that It Is covered with what art* 
culled spines or burbs, all projecting 
In one direction. 
Bringing together a 
number of barbell particles of fur and 
wetting them with hot 
water, 
then 
properly manipulating them with con­ 
tinued 
applications 
of 
moisture, 
warmth ami motion Interlocks the fur 
Into felt. 
This operation known as 
felting 
Is 
continued 
until 
(bi* 
felt 
reaches tin* desired thickness.

America remade buts comes from Aus­ 
tralia, New Zealand and Tasmania, 
and the remainder from Saxony, the 
coney pf England and Scotland and 
the hare in Belgium and France. 
The 
nutria from the Argentine, and the 
beaver from the American northwest 
are used for the higher grade felt 
hats. 
But the rabbit furnishes the 
Mg bulk of the raw material. 
These 
rabbit* a r t caught In a wire inclosure 
having a narrow throat and a wide 
mouth running out a mile or more on 
either side. 
Men and boys engaged 
In the chase form a cordon connecting 
tile extremities of the wide opening 
and thus surround the territory from 
which the rabbits are caught. 
A great 
disturbance 
Is 
created, 
the 
rabbits 
frightened, run away from threatened 
danger, and hasten towurd the Inclos­ 
ure. 
When they once enter the long 
opening or gateway they soon (lass 
through the narrow* throat Into the 
pen Itself. In this way they are caught 
by the hundreds, thousands and mil­ 
lions, and speedily killed with clubs. 
They 
are 
then 
"skinned” 
aud 
the 
pelts are sent to this country. 
Arriving at the ‘■••at of manufacture, 
the long hairs are removed from the 
pelt—this first nitratio n being known 
as plucking. 
The finer fur that re. 
mains leaves r soft covered pelt and 
many are used for tanking wearing ap­ 
parel. T he next operation In hat-mak­ 
ing Is carroting -the application of 
mercury and sulphuric acid 
to the 
hairs to remove the oil and dust caught 
In the barbs of the balr. 
After be­ 
ing dried, the pelt Is run through a 
machine to clip off the fur. 
Then the 
fur goes Into blowing machines of 
many chambers to remove the short 
pieces of hair and Impurities, which 
being lieavler than the fur fall to the 
bottom of each chamber. 
A bundle of the fur then goes for 
rnuklng a hat. It Is put on a traveling 
licit or apron by which It Is carried 
through rollers, where It Is picked up 
and finally formed Into a mass, and 
emerges Into a large receptacle con­ 
taining a revolving cone. 
Completing the Hat. 
The felt Is hardened somewhat, and 
the next operation is cutting to size 
and working four of th** felt cones by 
application of moisture aud warmth 
Into one but. 
At this point Is the part­ 
ing of the soft bat and stiff hat. 
The 
stiff hat Is “shaved” smooth and given 
a coal of shellac, nod then comes the 
finishing process, including the dye 
log. 
A machine with finger-llke pro­ 
jections 
working 
up 
and 
down 
stretches the crown Into shape, and 
another stretches out the brim. 
The 
finishing 
process, 
known 
ss 
pouncing, simply means rubbing It wit ti 
course grained emery paper -one ma­ 
chine doing the work on the Inside 
another on the outside. 
When tinnily 
pounced, the lint is ready fur the trim­ 
mer.
